Compflred with Mount 
Whitney, to tb- ^outh ia Cali- 
fornia, and Mouni Uainlor, to the 
north ia Washingtont each rising 
wril above 11,00(1 fvri.. Mount Hood 
do«'!4 not appear as a skyscraper. 

ilowever, according to the geolo- 
gists of tho TTnite<l Statea geological 
survey and other authorities, Oregon 
had at one time, probably before the 
dnwn of life upon tho earth, a great 
volcano which towered as fsr above 
Mount RoM Si does Itoimt Bainier, 
possibly ovM nmnl thowiiifl fset 
liigher. 

This was the gtoat Mount Maia- 

ma. But thousands of years ago 
this mountain disappeared into the 
Nwels of the earth and all that is 
loft today is the hngo rim anmnd 

rrater lake. 

Crater lake is the caldera of this 
extinct and collapsed volcano and is 
nearly si.x miles in diameter. The 
inside walls of the rim of the ancient 
motmtain sk in places nearly 4,ooo 
feet high and almost porpendienlrtr. 
The lake itself is in places 2,000 feet 
deep and parts of the wall rise above 
its wntcrs another 2,000 feet. 

A restoration of the mountain in 
fancy, using as a basis the angles 
of the lower slopes, which still re- 
main, shows that the apex covld not 
have been far from 15,000 feet in 
lieight. so that Mount Mazama was 
one of the most lofty and majestic 
in tlie United States.

Tho Isthmus of Panama doea not 
belonc to tho BngUah, never did, and 
there are aot many real EngHshatan 
thara. Tot tho preoence of a largo 
number of British subjects — tho Ja- 
maican nagroea — has forced on tho In- 
habitants an English custom, that of 
vehicles taking the left side of tho 
road. Probably this 1« due to the fact 
that moat of the cab drivers are Ja- 
malcana. All the people of that Island 
are Intonaely proud of being aahjoeto 
of King Oeorge, and they are tenadooa 
of such British customs as they know. 
Every cabby In Panama and Colon — 
and th<lr number Is legion — carries 
either a bicycle gong or an automobile 
horn with, which to warn other Te^ 
blclaa and pedeatriana of hla approach, 
aad on a huay day tho aoiao la mora 
nnpleaaant than that oC tha Maotlng 
in the Culebra cut.

Panama City's wator unpply Is d* 
rived from the Rio Grande reservoir, 
a little lake quite close to the canal. 
For obvloua r o aaona bathing or wad- 
ing In it la fofWddoB, and all aroond it 
are algna stirtfaig that fact. Roeently 
tho wife of a BMOiher of tho canal 
commission waa entertaining frienda 
from the statee, and in the course ot 
their wanderings one day they camo 
upon the reservoir. They were tired 
and dusty and the oool water looked 
so inviting that they all toek off their 
shoos and stoeUafa and weat la wad 
inC TTnfortoaaMr far than, eae of 
tha efScient loae poNcemen caaie avoa 
them and arrested the whole party. 
They were taken before the nearest 
magistrate, and dcHplte the pleading 
of the commissioner, who had been 
haatlly calUd to tho rrscup, each oni 
waa compelled to pay a fine and llaten 
to i sharp laetare on law-hreaklat 
sanitation. 

In one respect at least, Panama la 
like no other Latin-American city that 
I hav(' seen. It hae no distinctively 
realdence quarter. "Now that we have 
aoea where the people do baslneBs, 
lefe aoo where they mrak" aaid I tp my 
amatear guide. 

"You have been Boelns that too," 
was the reply. "The people live over 
the shops in all parts of the city — all 
the people, Including the wealthy ones 
The latter, however, also have beautt^ 
fat country plaeea in the savanna lands 
a few mllee away, aad apead mdi of 
tha year there." 



Speaking of the blasting reminds me 
that ono of tha very high up engineers 
on the canal Job Is exceedingly afraid 
of dynamite. He is alao a strict dis- 
ciplinarian and doea aoi aUow the 
workmen to loet Wheaafir one of 
the frequent "doby ahota" or small 
blasts la to be fired, the nearest steam 
shovel emits a series of short, quick 
toots and the men scurry to cover. As 
soon aa Mr. Engineer appears In the 
CQt to see that the laborers are loaing 
no time, the' waralng whlaUea are 
heard from ateam shoTOla all aloas the 
way and be speedily retnms to his jf- 
fice on the hill, leaving the unprodded 
workmen to resume their leisurely 
gait 

Tonrlsta foehai to the eaaal aone 
in such Increasing numbers that the 

Panama Railway company — which 

means the United Statee government 
— dfccldt'd to erect u new Washington 
hotel in Colon to supplant the old hos- 
telry of that name. The architect de- 
signed a handsome four-story struc- 
ture of eonerete and, to take full ad- 
vantage of the cool breeiee from the 
Atlantic, provided in his plans for a 
large roof garden and two dumb wait- 
ery running up to it. The builders made 
tho roof all right, and put in the dumb 
waiters, but when the hotel was near- 
ing completion some one discovered 
there waa no opening In the roof for 
the aforeeaid dumb waltera. The nec- 
essary changea would eoet aeteral hun- 
dred dollars, and the government of- 
ficial who passed upon the expendi- 
tures decided againbt making them an 
the hotel already bad cost more than 
had been expected. Consequently 
thoae two 4aiab waiters run up to the 
celling o( tha fourth story and there 
stop, while the root garden, havlag ao 
service, remains unopened.
